Senators Brown and Colquitt Think There Wil! be 
no Obs‘acle to Renfroe’s Confirmation—Ham - 
noad's Surprtise—Senator Brown on the 
Savannah Petition, Etc. Etc. 


WastiNGTON, February  14,—[Special.) 


The vemination of J. W. Renfroe to be post- 
ma-tcr at Atlanta was sent to the senate at two 
o'clock. Atthe same time the nomination of 


Martiu Bowden, as postmaster at Griffin, went 
in. Senators Brown and Colquitt endorsed 
iienfroe several months ago, and have steadily 
been urging his appointment. Congressman 
Hammond has opposed him from the start, and 
has filed papers against his nomination. Some 
time ago postmaster Wilson sent his resigna- 
tion to the department, to take effect the ‘lst 
of March. Both senators called on the presi- 
dent yesterday. This morning Hammond heard 
that Renfroe’s nomination was probable. He 
telegraphed from the capitol to the white- 
house asking the president to suspend action 
in thefcase. About the time Mr. Hammond 
telegram reached the president, Renroc’s nom- 
ination was received by the senate. Tonight 
Senator Brown was aSked if he thought any 
opposition would be made to Renfroe’s con- 
lirmation, He replied: 

“No, I suppose not. Ifthere is, it will not 
amount to anytding. I have never known a 
stronger case of senatorial courtesy. When 
two senators have the same office, and unite 
in urging the appointment of a postmaster at 
that place, it would be unusual, to say the 
least, to have their wishes disregarded. 

“Senator Colquitt said: “Renfroe will be 
confirmed. I indorsed him because 1 thought 
him fitand capable, and I don’t think any sub- 
stantial opposition to him can be made in the 
senate.” 

In the natural course of this case, it will be 
referred to the postoffice committee of the 
senate. Senator Colquitt is on that committee, 
and Renfroe’s nomination will be referred 
to himas a sub-committee. If there is no 
hitch he will be confirmed within one week. 
it appears thatsince sending his resignation 
to take effect March 31st, Wilson sent an un- 
eonditional resignation, and this hastened 
Kenfroe’s nomination. 

SENATOR BROWN’S SILVER SPEECH. 

[t wasa strapge spectacle to see Senator 

brown presenting an anti-silver petition in 
the senate, but in that attitude he appeared 
today. The paper he offered was from the 
citizens of Savannah, and the senator, in 
offering it, took occasion to define his position 
in reference to it as follows: 
_ Mr. president, I_ beg leave to presenta petition 
from Savannah, Ga., signed by a comparatively 
large number of vd most intelligent,worthy and re- 
spected fellow citizens. The petition is printed, 
and is, I think, in thesame languageof the printed 
head on many others of like character, which have 
donbtless had a common origin, and it is in the fol 
lowing language: 

‘To the honorable senate and house of represent. 
atives orthe forty-ninth congress of the United 
Siates, at Washington, now assembled: Your peti 
tioners respectfully represent that it is their con- 
viction that the law requiring the secretary of the 
treasury to coin not less than two million of dollars 
per inenth.of stand silver dollars, should be ime 
mediately repealed? The law has now been in op- 
eration for ovyerseven years, and experience has 
shown that not only hasit failed in every promise 
prophesied by its projectors, but it has proved to be 
of great inconvenience tothe people, detrimental 
to the mercantile, manufacturing and legitimate 
banking interests, dangerous to the credit and 
welfare ef the government, and at this time is re 
tarding the increase of prosperity and menacing the 
finances ofthe country. We are therefore impelled 
io recommend the repeal of said law: aud as i 
duty bound will ever pray.’ 

rhe petition was = by a large nowmber of 
very intelligent and h ghiy respected gentlemen, 
inc'udipg bankers, merchants, lawyers, etc. As 
iiey have done me the honor to send me the peti- 
tion with a request that I lay it before the senate, 
[comply with their request with great pleasure. 
‘They have a perfect right as an intelligent portion 
of the American peop e to be heard by petition be- 
fore this body, and respectfully commend my 
worthy coustituents who have signed the petition 
personally to the favorable consideration of the 


senate As have already expressed. at 
some length my views on this im- 
ortant question, it may not 


” inappropriate forme to*statefin this connection 
that I diferin toto with the petitioners. They are 
right in the statement that the present law has 
been in operation over seven years, but they are 
wrong, in miy judgment, in every other statement 
they muke inreference toit. Experience has not 
shown thatthe lawhas failed in every promise 
prophesied by its projectors. On the contrary, the 
prophecies of its projectors have heen futalled 
almost to the very letter. The law has not proven 
an inconvenience to the people, butit has been a 
great convenience, as it has added to the materia! 
prosperity of ithe country by keeping in Circulation 


and in the treasury a large amount oi 
coin that would not otherwise have 
existed at a time when the 
volume of Currency was already too smal!. The 


law has not proven detrimental tothe mercautile, 
manufacturing and legitimate banking interests of 
the country. Ontbe other hand, it has greatly pro- 
moted the mercantile and manufacturing interests 
of the country, and ithas in no way retarded ‘the 
banking interest. They may, sometimes, have 
been put to a little inconvenience in handling sil- 
veron account of its bulk, but they have inno 
other way sustained any material losses on ac- 
count of the law. While they have thrown all thei: 
weight against its snecess, and done all in thei: 
powcr to discredit silver, the law is not dangerous 
io the credit and welfare of the government. On 


the other hand, withont its passage the govern- 
ment could not have resumed specie 
payment in 1879 and continued it 
up to the present time. The law is not 


at this time retarding the increase of prosperity. 
On tne other hand, it is greatly promoting the 
prosperity of the country. When the crash of 187: 
came on the country, we did not have the large 
amount of gold and silver coin to fall back upon 
which we had at thetime of the crash of 18S] 
and it took about six years to recover from the 
shock to the mercantile, manntacturing and other 
important interests of the country.! When the cras)) 
of 1554 came on we had nearly two hundred millions 
of silver dollars in thetreasnry and in circula 
tion, adding that much to the volume of our evin 
and aiding to maintain the specie “standard. 


The result has been that in about two 
vears, instead eof about six years, 
the country is fast recovering from 


the Crash,and prosperity is already on the increase. 
In a word, we are recovering from a financial crash 
much more rapidly than we did from the one of 
iss. Finally, the law is not menacing the busi- 
ness of the country. Onthe other hand it is in 
rreasing our prosperity, multiplying our business. 
and resulting in great good to the whole country. 

So fur from the prophesies made by the advocates 
of the law having proved untrue, the very reverse 
is correct: while the prophesies made bv the oppo- 
nents: the law and the advocates of its repeal 
have, trom first to last, proved untrue, and their 
pre«ictions have been ntter failures. They pre- 
dicted, romediately after the passage of the bill. 
that~ if it was continued in operation, 
even a short time, it would drive all the gold out 
of the country, and reduce usto a silver standard. 

fhis has been reiterated by every secretary of the 
lreasttv, I believe, from 3878, the passage of the 
act, tothe present time. Has the prophecy proved 
irne’ (Gn the contrary, we have received in set 
ilements of balances with European nations in gold 
an ayerece Of aboutone bundred millions of dol- 
lars a ycar, which has gone into circulation, and 
our stock of gold m the conntry, as shown by the 
report or the secretary of the treasury, is almos! 
tlonble that ofour stock of standard silver dollars 
The go'd has Breet increased in the quantity, in 
cireniation and in the treasury, and is constantly 
increasing instead of being diminished 2 

I feel justified in submitting this criticism upon 
ihe petition, on account of it being a printed form, 
ongmating in a great money center, and sent 
around to be used in various places by persons who 
could he influenced by such inspiration. If the 
form had not been in the shape it is, and the state 
ments had not contained so many errors, I certainly 
should not have made any remarks other than the 
asval remarks made by a senator when presenting 
ibe petition of his constituents. 

Mr. President, this petition is signed by two o: 
ihree hundred respected gentlemen. If it were 
«leemed necessary by the friends of the present 
jaw, who desire to continue the coinage 
of silver at its present standard. and a little activ- 
ty were shown, petitions could easily be sent here 
trom the state of Georgia, signed by fifty or one 
hundred thousand people or more, asking that the 


coinage of silver be continued. I have returned 
within the last day or two from a visitto my home 
in Georgia, where I had an opportunity of confer- 
ring with a great many of our most Intelligent citi- 
zens, andi have no hesitation in saying that an 
overwhelming majority of the e of Geergia 
are opposed to the position taken by these petition- 
ers. !ndeed, Ldon’t know that I should exagger- 
ate if I should say that nine out of ten of the citi 
zens of Georgia oppose the repeal of the lawan 
thorizing the coinageof the Standard silver dollars. 
Again vouching for the good character and high 
respectability of the petitioners, I ask that the pe 
tion be received and referred tothe committee on 
finance. 
THE MORRISON BILL.

It re- 
dnces about 15 per cent, and makes its heaviest 
cut on southern products. The ways and 
means committee is determined to push it 
through with a favorable report. Most of 
the democrats of that committee are opposed 
to hearing any evidence On any question 
affected, but the republican minority will 
makeastrong fight for a full investigation 
and for an opportunity to all citizens inter- 
ested, who may choose, to appear and give 
evidence. Failing in this they will fight inch 
by inch on every schedule, and the bill may 
be badly disfigured in detail before the house

GARLAND WILL NOT RESIGN 


But He Proposes to Close the Mouths of the 
Slanderers. 

WASHINGTON, February 1(.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Garland today said that he had nothing 
new to say concerning the manner in which 
he becamie interested in the Pan-Electric com- 
pany, or the circumstances under which the 
suit at Memphis against the Bell company was 
instituted by direction of the solicitor-general 
last autumn. ‘For,’ he added, “my pub- 
lished statement to the president last 
October said everything I knew about those 
matters, and my attitude in regard to them 
has not changed in the least since then. 

Besides this, it now appears thatan investi- 
gation coveripg the whole question is to be 
had by the house of representatives, and I am 
glad o1 it, and hope it will be thorough and 
complete, aud that all there is of it will 
be revealed and made public. 
In advance of _ this investigation 
which I heartily welcome. I feel disinclined 
to go into the subject in detail, but I will say 
this, however: Itis asserted by some per- 
sons that as 1 am a member of the rival com: 
pany to the Bell company, and the govern- 
ment is now prosecuting a suit against the Bell 
patent, this suit may result to my benefit or 
advantage, and that, too, while I am at the 
head of the department of justice, through 
the solicitor-general of which the suit is to be 
carried on, and that therefore something 
should be done by me to relieve myselfand the 
administration from the apparently delicate 
situation indicated. I have considered this 
suggestion in all its bearings, as far asI am 
able, and I recognize the fact that there 
is much in it worthy of thought. I have dis- 
cussed in my mind most thoroughly what I[ 
could and ought todo in view alone of this 
state of the case, and I have determined to 
take steps to meet this ina way that will, I 
think, receive the approbation of all people 
who really desire to be satisfled. This would 
be at once communicated, but the invyestiga- 
tion by the house is now to proceed, I do not 
think it right forme to do anything or ex- 
plain what I intend to do, until the investiga- 
tion is concluded, as my motives, in view of 
this investigation, might be misconstrued. 
But whatever the result of the 
investigation may be, I will carry 
outand execute the determination I have 
reached and of which | haye already spoken, 
and more than this, | hope you do not expect 
me to say or indicate.” 

(Juestion—But, Mr. Attotney General, will 
you allow me to inquire whether this foreshad- 
ows your resignation from the cabinet” 

Answer— No, it does not. 

Garland Will Give Up His Stock. 

WASHINGTON, February 16.--In an_ inter- 
view withthe Washington agent of the associa- 
ted press today, Attorney-General Garland 
foreshadowed a severance of his relations with 
the Pan Electric company at no distant day, 
but he declined to say what his action would 
be until the pending investigation is conclud- 
ed. Further than that he did not contemplate 
leaving the cabinet.

MILITARY APPOINTMENTS. 


The President Establishes an Iinportant Pre- 
cedent. 

WASHINGTON, February 16,—The president 
has withdrawn the following army nontina- 
tions made on the eighth finstant: 

Lieutenant-Colone] Nelson B, Switzer to be co- 
lonel. 

Major Lewis Merrill to be lieutenant-coloue! 

(‘aptain Edward J, Spaulding to be major, 

First Lientenant Angar to be captain. 

second Lieutenant Alonzo L. O’ Brion to be tirst 
lieutenant. 

‘The action of the president in withdrawing 
this batch of nominations of army officers for 
promotion to vacancies creatad by the retire- 
ment of Colonel Hatch, Eighth cavalry, 
practically settles a very important question in 
military promotions. The president, in effect, 
maintains that an officer who 
bas been found incapacitated for active service, 
thongh not yet retired, is not competent to fill 
a higher position than the one tor which he 
has been found disqualified. 

The promotion upon which the question 
hinged was that of Major Lewis Merrill, of the 
Seventh cavalry, to be lieutenant colonel of 
Ligth cavalry, te succeed Lieutenant-Colonel 
N. B. Switzer, the immediate successor of Col- 
one] Hatch. Had Major Merrill been promot- 
cd he would soon have been retired, with the 
increased rank and pay of lieutenant colonel. 
As the case now stands he will be retired as 
major. and the next major below him, Major 
John K. Mizner, Fourth eavalry, will receive 
the promotion.

IN THE CABINET. 


The Question of Indemnity to the Chinese— 
The Silver Question. 

_ WASHINGTON, February 16.—The cabinet at 
its meeting today considered the propriety of 
urging legislation to indemnify the Chinese 
for losses sustained by them in the recent out- 
breaks in the west, particularly in Wyoming 
and Washington territories. The claims for 
damages caused by anti-Chinese riots at Rock 
Springs, Wyoming, last fall have already been 
filed with the secretary of state. 

Representations made to the secretary of 
state by the Chinese minister yesterday ‘in re- 
vard tothe threatened outbreaks in California 
were laid before the cabinet today. It was in- 
cidentally stated that so far no request had 
been received from the state authorities for 
federal intervention. 

The silver question was also considered with 
respect to the form of answer to be made by 
the secretary of the treasury as to Bland’s res- 
olutiow calling for imformation in regard to the

Representative James Submits the Commiit- 
tee’s Report. 


WASHINGTON, February 16.--The report on 
the silver question submitted to the house by 
Kepreséntative James today, in accordance 
with the vote of the coinage committee yester- 
day, upon Representative Bland’s bill, simply 
says 

The committee on coinage, weights and 
measures report that they have carefally con- 
sidered the same. and a majority is of the 
opinion that the passage of such a bill would 
be injurious to the public interest, and with an 
expression of their unqualified condemnation 
they report the same adversely, and ask that 
it be put upon the calendar. 


BLAIR’S BILL. 


THE SENATE DISCUSSES ITS 
STITUTIONALITY. 


Senator Jackson, of Tennessee, Supports the Power 
of the General Government to Extend aid to 
Education—He is Autagonized by Sex- 
ator Maxey—Mr. Biair Speaks.

WASHINGTON, February 16,—In the senate 
the petition of the bankers, merchants and 
lawyers, etc., of Savannah, Ga., was presented 
by Mr. Brown, praying for the repeal of the 
silver coinage act. He felt it is duty, Mr. 
Brown said, to present this petition of such 
highly intelligent gentlemen, but also felt it 
his duty to say that he could not agree with 
the statements of the petition to the effect that 
the law had been injurious to the country, etc. 
The form of the petition being a printed one, 
Mr. Brown presumed it was one of a consider- 
able number emanating from some moneyed 
center. On this account he felt more justified 
in expressing his dissent from the views ex- 
pressed in the petition. Mr. Brewn added 
that if it were desirable, he could secure peti- 
tions signed by hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple of that state against the repeal of the coin- 
age act. The petition was referred. 

BLAIR’S EDUCATIONAL BILL. 

The education bill was taken up. 

Mr. Jackson said that inasmuch as the de- 
design of the measure was not to establish 
national schools, but to give temporary aid “to 
the states for the purposes of education, he 
would support it. The chief objection to the 
bill, he said, was that it was unconstitutional. 
If this objection was well founded, further 
discussion would be useless, and the states now 


having large illiteracy would have 
to contend alone with that 
great evil. If the bill _ - permitted 


any control by the general government over 
the schools of the state, he (Jackson) would op- 
pose it. Neither did it compel the state to 
take the money. [ach state could decide for 
itself whether to take the money or not. In- 
stead of tending to the consolidation of power 
in the general government, it would tend to 
build up the strength and power of the separ- 
ate states. The objection that congress had 
not constitutional power to appropriate public 
funds to the purposes of education, was obso- 
lete, one long since made but abandoned as 
soon as made, by the objectors themselves. 

Mr. Jackson took up and discussed the his- 
torical relations of the question of national 
aid to education, showing that millions had, 
from time to time. been appropriated by con- 
gress for edtication in the states. It was not 
alone the proceeds of the sale of public lands 
that conld be applied fo education, as had 
been insisted upon by the opponents of the 
measure. There was no distinction between 
money in the treasury which came from the 
public lands and that which came from other 
sources of revenue. None of the great authori- 
tiesofthe government had ever seen any 
such = distinction. Mr. Jackson was 
willing to stand in this matter on the “faith of 
theffathers.” What then wasfthe “faith of the 
fathers?” Thomas Jefferson, in theory, denied 
the right of congress to appropriate money for 
a purpose such as the purchase of the Louisi- 
ana territory, but waived his theory out of 
cor sideration for the general welfare,approved 
the appropriation and executed the provisions 
of the act authorizing the purchase. It was 
that measure which led upto the subsequent 
purchase of Florida from Spain—in further 
advancement of the “general welfare.’ Jef- 
ferson himself, in discussing the objects to 
which the treasury surplus may be applied, 
enumerated “education” as one of these ob- 
jects. Madison, in 1791, opposed, as unconsti- 
tutional, the chartering of the United States 
bank, but later as president, approved the bill 
rechartering the bank, and also recommended 
the establishment of a great national uni- 
versity to be supported out of the public 
moneys, Mr. Jackson also cited instances 
from the state papers of Presidents John Ad- 
ams, James Monroe, John Quincy Adams, 
Andrew Jackson and _ others, also from 
those of Hamilton and other authorities, to 
show that since the foundation of the govern- 
ment, deserving objects that were not purely 
local, but were national in their character, 
were regarded as fit objects to be aided by 
appropriations of public moneys. This prin- 
ciple had been recognized from the time ol 
the appropriation in aid of the San Domingo 


sufferers in I7%2, to the appropria- 
tion of a million of dollars in 
aid of the New Orleans’ exposition. 


The greater strength and glory of the United 
States were to be secured by the increased 
strength of the several states, and the more 
harmonious was the development of educa- 
tional and otherwise of the several states, the 
greater certainty that we would make an ulti- 
mate success of the great political experiment 
undertaken by this republic against the former 
experience of history. Mr. Jackson dwelt 
briefly on the question of suffrage in the south 
and the indispensable necessity of the educa- 
tion of the voters everywhere, in order that the 
suffrage may not be corrupted. Corrupt suffer- 
age he would regard as the most fatal of all 
misfortunes thatcould ailect the republic; and as 
sure as night followed day we would reach 
such a suffrage if we did not secure intelli- 
gence in our voters. If it was constitutional 
for the general government to do anything 
whatever in the aid of a measure which was 
beyond individual or state control, surely the 
education of those, who by suffrage were to 
exercise the government power of the repub- 
lic, was constitutional. Education ought to be 
as free as air, and Mr. Jackson would invoke 
no narrow, technical and long abandoned con- 
struction cf the constitution on a measure to 
aid education. This measure might fail, but 
Mr. Jackson esteemed it a great personal priv- 
ilege as well as a high and patriotic duty, to 
give it his support, for he was impressed with 
the conviction that if we would provide against 
the dangers which no free government had 
yet survived, we must take wiser precau- 
tions than any nation had ever yet taken, by 
diffusing far and wide among our people titat 
iutelligence which alone will constitute the 
safeguard and protection of our political insti- 
tutions, 
MAXEY'S REMARKS, 

Mr. Maxey followed, taking ground in 
opposition to Jackson, upon the question of the 
constitutionality of the bill. He recognized 
the right of congress to apply to education the 
proceeds of the public domain, because that 
was properly belonging to the whole people, 
and was, by express grant in the constitution. 
made subject to the disposition of congress. 
ite had several times favored such a disposi- 
tion of such proceeds. Ontside of the 
general welfare clause, he added, the pending 
bil] had confessed ly no foothold 
whatever in the constitution. He held no 
man in bis regard for education, but he would 
never consent to transfer to the general gov- 
ernment the duty of the state, especially as 
there was no warrant in the constitution for 
this departure in government policy. He ad- 
mitted the force of the argument made by the 
friends of the bill. that the whole country 
ought to assist in the expense of educating the 
colered people, and, in order to carry out that 
idea, Mr. Maxey would be willing to vote 
for an appropriation of the proceeds 
ofthe public land to be devoted to this pur- 
pose. He deemed it necessary to warn the 
country against the dangers of centralization. 
It had been said by the advocates cf the pend-. 
ing measure that congress had not the power 
to follow this appropriation and see that it 
was executed. Mr. Maxey insisted this was 
an error, for, if congress had the power to make 
the appropriation, it had the power to follow 
the appropriation and directits execution. It 
was because this was true that he warned his 
brethren that they were favoring a measure 
that centralized yast power in the hands of the 


general government at the expense of the 
state. 
MR. PUGH INTERRUPTS. 

Mr. Pugh said he had voted for this bill in 
obedience to the instructions of his legislature. 
His colleague, (Mr, Morgan.) having alluded 
tothe fact that part of the paternity of the bill 
(lay with him (Pugh,) he wished to make a re- 
mark in explanation of Wis relation to it. The 
only part he had taken in the preparation of 
the bill wasto make its machinery conform to 
the Morrill bill—which bill had passed the 
senate by a vote of 41 to 6, and which had 
the votes of his colleague, (Morgan) and the 
senator from Texas (Maxey. ) 


Mr. Blair believed the «question of 
the constitutionality to have been 
settled by such overwhelming au- 
thority that any man presenting that 


point and discussing it was simply whiling 
away histime. The only merit in making the 
point was that it kept the senator's cousistency 
clear on the record. The average length of the 
schoo] period in the southern states, Mr. Blair 
said, was only about three months. The main- 
tenance of schools for this period cost the 
southern people sixteen millions annually. 
The seven millions proposed to be given for 
schools under the present bill would only pro- 
long the schools to five months at the utmost. 
so that the provision, instead of being liberal, 
was rather parsimonious. Mr. Plair read a 
number of letters from southern people favor- 
ing the bill. 

Mr. Hampton remarked that some of the 
southern legislatures had requested the bill to 
be passed. 

Mr. Blair added that it was useless for any- 
bedy to say that the people of the south did 
not want this bil] passed. He had received 
— from teachers in Texas favoring the 

lij, 
MR. COKE MAKES A POINT. 

Mr. Coke said the teachers did not represent 
the people of Texas. The state was almost 
solidly democratic, and the last democratic 
convention denounced this bill. 

_ Mr. Blair thought the action ofthe teachers 
in their convention more expressive of the 
feeling of the people on the school question 
than the action of the democratic convention. 
Men who stood up here, he said, and contested 
the constitutionality of this bill, represented 
a state of things that was passing away. The 
legislatures of Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama 
and other southern states had pronounced 
unanimously for this bill and the people be- 
hind them demanded it. We must have our 
voters educated in order that the people of the 
republic might become thoroughly homogene- 
ous. Every duty and every obligation, con- 
stitutional and moral, called upon us to help 
our friends at the south temporarily in their 
work of education, He read trom the New 
Orleans Picayune an article in favor of the 
bill. 
MR. MORGAN'S INQUIRY. 

Mr. Morgan inquired if the Picayune was 
the paper that supported woman suffrage. 

Mr. Blair replied -that perhaps it was: but 
thenglit that no objection. 

Mr. Hawley said the state board of educa- 
tion of Connecticut believed this bill to be 
wrong. He criticised Blair's course in having 
reprinted in the Record speeches formerly de- 
livered by him on this subject, and said there 
should be some limitation of the “leave to 
print” privilege. 

Here the debate closed for the day. 

Mr. Mahone’s resolution heretofore sub- 
mitted, calling on the attorncy-general for in- 
formation as to the district attorneys in Vir- 
ginia, was laid before the senate and agreed 
to.

IN FAVOR OF FITZ JOHN PORTER. 


Congressman Wheeler Makes an linpassion- 
ate Defense. 

WASHINGTON, February 16.-—-In the house 
Mr. James, of New York, from the committee 
on coinage, weights and measures, reported 
adversely Mr. Bland’s bill for the free coinage 
of silver, and it was placedon the house ¢al- 
endar. 

Mr. Bland. of Missouri, 
file a minority report and 
house would be asked to consider 
the earliest opportunity.

THE NEW ORLEANS EXPOSITION 

In the morning hour the house resumed con- 
sideration of the bill authorizing the various 
executive departments of the government to 
exhibit certain articles at the New Orleans 
exposition. 

Mr. Cannon, of [linois, opposed the bill. 
Though the strongest provision might be put 
in relieving the government from any resSpons- 
ibility in connection with the exposition, if an 
exhibit of the United States wen! to New Or- 
leans the projectors of the enterprise would 
hold that it had received the endorsement of 
the government and that the honor of the na- 
tion required that an appropriation should he 
made by congress. Mr. Cannon moved to lay 
the joint resolution on the table. 

Pending the yea and nay vote, the division 
standing #7 to 67 in favor of the motion, the 
morning hour expired. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the Fitz John Porter bill. 

MR. WHEELER S SPEECH. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, speaking iu sup- 
port ot the measure, said that when the last 
congress adjourned, it seemed that the mem 
bers were thoroughly informed regarding the 
eventful campaign of Angust, Istz. Not they 
alone, butthe reading public had become very 
familiar with these historical events. Since 
thattime. much official correspondence, or- 
ders, reports, etc., relating to the campaign, 
had been published by the government, and 
every new fact developed added strength to 
the uow almost universal conclusion that the 
sentence of the court martial by which Major- 
General Fitz John Porter was dismissed from 
the army, was one of those atro- 
cities which, at long intervals, 
disgrace the records of even the most honora- 
ble and chivalric nations. He then proceeded 
to give a detailed history of the military oper- 
ationsin Virginia during the sammer of 156”, 
and referring to the battles of Mechanicsville, 
Chickahominy, Savage Station, Peach Orchard 
and Malvern Hill, described Porter as the 
principal actor in most of these engagements 
and declared that by his skill Vorter had won 
more distinction than any other officer of the 
Potomac. Ie quoted from the order of Pope 
of August “0th, directing Vorter to push for 
ward into action at cnce on the enemy’s flank. 
This. he said, would be recognized as the 
famons “4:30 order,” alleged non-compliance 
with which had for twenty-four years been 
reiied upon by the supporters of General Pope 


obtained leave to 
stated that the 
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as the grand central fact which 
supporied and verified all the 
reckless charges against the honor 


and patriotism of Porter, and to which =. 
now appealed to prevent tardy — be 
gallant soldier, which is contemplated by this 
bill, As this alleged failure to comply with 
this order constituted the very core, Soul and 
life. of all the charges against Porter, it was 
evident that his complete vindication must 
follow the establishment of the fact that such 
compliance was simply impossible, and that it 
was issued by Pope inignorance of the actual 
situation in which his army was placed. Any 
cormsmanding officer must have realized at once 
that the order just delivered to him had been 
issued undera total misapprehension of the 


actual stateof affairs upon the ff 

Pope said distinctly that Porters uaets nan 
would bring him “onthe enemy's right flank” 
But Porter knew that he was already 
opposed to a superior force immediately in his 
front. The order and Pope's evidence at the 
trial already quoted shows it to have been 
issued in the belief that Jackson had received 
no reinforcements whatever. Porter knew 
that Lee’s whole army was united, afd that 
while the commanding general. at 6:30 p. m.., 
fancied himse)f to be opposed only by an iso- 
lated fraction of the confederate forees he was 
in fact at the date of the order, and had been 
since 12 o'clock, opposed by Lee's entiroarmy, 
most adyantageously posted in a formidable 


position. The order directed Porter to “fall 
back to his right and rear,” in case a retrograde 
movement became necessary. Porter knew 


that to attempt an attack on the enemy's 
right flank could have no other 
result than to cut him of from 
the possibility of retiring by his right and 
rear, as it would inevitably interpose a greatly 
superior force of the enemy between himself 
and the lineof retreat he was directed to pur- 
sue. The duty of a corps commandeér was the 
gameé as the duty of an army commander, and 
the duty of each was to his country and to his 
men. And as his men constituted the instrn- 
ment which alone enabled him to discharge 
the duty to his country, it was sure that he 
had no right to decline the responsibility ot 
exercising his discretion when forced to choose 
whether he would sacrifice success and jeopar- 
dize his country, or fail to comply literally 
with an order evidently issned in ignorance or 
inisayprehension of his situation. Vorter knew 
from actual contact with the foe that every 
presumption of his commander was erroneous, 
and he was fully justified in using the discre- 
tion inseparable from his position, to preserve 
his command asthe only means of averting 
the irreparable catastrophe which he saw was 
probably impending as a resnit of his com- 
manding general's erroneous impressions. Mr. 
Wheeler then ran over briefly the constitution 
and findings of. the court martial and the board 
of review, and spoke in terms of the warmest 
commendation of the action of President Lin- 
coln and Grant, and Generals Schofield, Terry 
and Getty, who, having examined the case in- 
tellectually, had been convinced of their 
error, and had inimediately sought to do Porter 
justice. Ile made copious quotations from the 
correspondence, and warmly upheld the course 
of Fitz John Porter. 
MR. CUTCHEON'’S HARANGUF, 

Mr. Cutcheon, of Michigan, began his speech 
in opposition to the bill by saying: “Mr. 
(hairman—or perhaps, I should rather say, ‘if 
the court pleases’—the supreme court-martial 
of the army is now in session.”” Mr. Catcheon 
beld that it was an open question whether the 
bill,as it now stood, would not give Porter 
pay from the date of dismissal, as well as re- 
store him to the army. He (Cutcheon) did 
not believe that congress had the constitu- 
tional power to reverse the findings of a gen- 
eral court martial when contirmed by the 
president and executed by his order. 

The committee then rose, and the honse at 
tive o'clock, took a recess until seven o'clock, 
the evening session to be for the further con- 
sideration of the Fitz-John Porter bill. 

In the evening session séveral speeches were 
made, when at 10:10, the House adjourned.

Rev.Dr. A. B. Goodrich, of Calvary church, of- 
fered prayer at ex-Senator Roscoe Conkling's 
residence, with the family and relatives of the 
deceased at 1:20, p.m. After the tnneral ser- 
vices in the church the remains were taken to 
lorest Hill cemetery and placed in the Chapel 
of Roses, where Sculptor David Richards, of 
New York, took a cast of the face preparatory 
to making a marble bust of the ex- governor. 

THE MORNING HOURS, 

At! o'clock a. m.,the doors of Senator Conk- 
ling’s mansion were thrown open forthe public 
to view the remains of the illustrious dead. 
The casket was placed in the center of the 
main hall,"so that the public could pass on each 
side and depart by the rear entrance. The 
clouds and rain that had prevailed since the 
night of Governor Seymour's death were sup- 
planted by cold winds and driving snow flar- 
this morning. No more disagreeable 
day bas occurred this season. The sun shone 
at jiutervals, but the blinding snow continued 
almo-t without interruption through the 
morning. From nine o'clock until noon and 
after, crowds of residents of Utica and sur- 
rounding towns took their last look upon earth 
at the man who gave inspiration to statesmen 
and aid, encouragement and cheer and to the 
humblest citizen of the commonwealth. Men, 
women endchildren entered the mansion and 
passed slowly around the casket, gazing at the 
features of the dead man. The body was clad 
in a black suit. Seymour's tsual garb, rested 
in an easy position with arms crossed natural 
ly on his breast. In his hands were sprigs of

still at large, but was being pursued by vigilant 
officers, 

Wiley and Manning Sullivan, of Appling 
county, drove into Waycros® last Thursday 
night, and attempted to pa3s a $10 counterfeit 
note to Captain James Knox, who detected 
something wrong with the money and called 
for the marshal. They ran,but were captured. 
Upon their persons were found a roll of $1 
bills in United States money, which had the 
denomination changed to 10's, 20's and 50’s by 
cutting the figures from confederate bills and 
pasting them over the denominations of the 31 
bills.

The commission was signed just be- 
fore the fall of Richmond and was never de- 
livered. Colonel MceGlashan,though a general 
by right, has never seen the record of his pro- 
motion. A native of Scotland, he came to this 
country and settled in Thomasville about 1550. 
When tne war broke out he. entered 
the confederate service as a lieutenant 
in the Thomas County Rangers. He was 
a brave soldier, and soon after he entered the 
army became colonel of the Fiftieth Georgia 
regiment. Atthe second battle of Cold Har- 
bor, in 1864, he led his command through the 
thickest of the fight, and for gallantry in re- 
pulsing a federal attack was recommended by 
Cieneral Goode bryan for promotion. His com- 
mission, though made out and signed, did not 
reach his hands. After the war he returned to 
Thomasville, where he married Miss Ann 
Seixas. He afterward moved to Macon, where 
he lived for several years, and then returned to 
Thomasville. About three months ago he 
moved to Savannah and established his busi- 
ness at Whitakerand President streets, oppo- 
site the Guards’ arsenal. (Colonel McGlashan 
is now about fifty-five years old. He isa plain 
and unassuming, but remarkably well in- 
formed man.

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ONE hundred and fifty negroes, beguiled 
from their homes in South Carolina by emi- 
‘gration agents, bave been stranded upon the 
streets of Jackson, Mississippi, penniless, 
with all their baggage held by the railroad 
companies in pawn for their fare.

Another Political Generation. 

In the course of about six months four 
presidential candidates have passed away : 
Grant, who lead the union armies and served 
in the chief civil office eight years; McClel- 
Jan, who was the idol of the chief union di- 
vision and afterwards of the democratic 
party; Hancock, who won distinction at 
Gettysburg, and Seymour, who was twice 
governor of New York, and a trusted leader 
for nearly fifty years. 

The death of these men so close together, 
recalls the fact that a new ‘‘set’’ of public 
men are in position—that the men whose 
careers ante-date the war are either dead or 
shelved, and that the new generation is one 
that has small personal relations to the great 
civil struggle. Of all the presidents or pres- 
idential candidates before 1860, only Fre- 
mont survives, and he is no longer a power 
in politics. Of Mr. Lincoln’s cabinet, only 
Simon Cameron remains, and he is in com- 
plete retirement. The ‘‘war governors’ are 
dead physically or politically, and in con- 
gress scarcely one of the old leaders are in 
place and power. John Sherman and John 
A. Logan are still strong, but two out of at 
least two hundred, is a small percentage. 
Mr. Lamar’s career goes back of the war, 
but that of'no other member of the adminis. 
trationdoes. In the south, governors, legisla- 
tors and members of congress are with few 
exceptions men who have become powerful 
since the close of the war. The country in 
brief, hasin the course of twenty years 
passed into the hands of another generation, 
and President Cleveland is a type of the 
men who have succeeded the war leaders. 

No inconsiderable part of the voters of 
1*#88 will be young men who were even 
born after the late outbreak of the civil war 
—men without war memories, war emotions 
or war prejudices. Can war politics be main- 
tained amoug such voters? Can the war be 
fought over when the war politicians have 
passed from the stage? A new era in our 
politics has been ushered in, and the re- 
cent deaths of Grant, Hancock, McClellan, 
and Seymour only emphasize the movement 
that has been swelling in proportions fally 
ten years. The new period in the life of the 
nation involves new questions of an econom- 
ic or practical nature, and probably more or 
Icss disintegration in both of the old parties 
—certainly from the one that sprang from 
and has since lived upon the war. 


Concerning the Specialist. 

Whenever the mass of mankind accept a 
theory they never rest until they run it to 
3ts extreme limit. 

Within the recollection of even the young- 
er generation there was a time when the re- 
quirements of modern education compelled 
every man of any intellectual pretentions to 
possess a vast fund of general information. 
Unless the range of his knowledge was en- 
cyclopedic he was not considered a remarka- 
bly well educated man. This idea was car- 
ried to an extreme. 

Then came an educational revolution. The 
specialist loomed up, and after a brief resist- 
ance the universities and common schools 
made way for him, and pronounced him the 
best representative of the age. With the in- 
dorsement of the pedagogues, the specialist 
naturally has it all his own way. Already 
the masses look up to him as their model. 

Of course we are turning this matter of 
specialism into a ¢raze. We ride every hob- 
by until it dies a natural death. The other 
day the president of the Philadelphia high 
echool told the boys that the keynote to suc- 
cess in life was to acquire some special skill 
or craft. Quoting this authority with 
emphatic approval, the Philadel phia Press 
Says: 

It is the specialist, the man whocan do someone 
thing, however small, though it be only to make 
bread or button hooks better than anybody else, 
who nowadays is secure of his living. And it is 
the man who sticks to his own trade, who imitates 
and courts nobody, who livessimply and sincerely 
out from his own conscience, convictions and taste

The most careless lad beginning life now, iu this 
modern crush and strugyle, soon learns that it will 
never do to scatter his shot. Only the specialist, 
and the thorough, able specialist, has a chance iu 
the professions, sciences or trades. Parents are be- 
ginning to find that the natural bent of a boy’s 
talents or skill must be discovered, and his whole 
training be directed to strengthen and develop it if 
success isto be assured to him.

An 
industrial ambition is felt; hidden resources 
have been developed, and frugality and in- 
dustry become a common feature. ‘The as- 
sessed value of property has increased $900, - 
000,000 “since 1879. In the same period 
eleven thousand miles of new railway have 
been built, involving an expenditure of 
nearly $500,000,000. Cotton mills have 
doubled in number and capacity during the 
last five years, and are still rapidly increas- 
ing.

His heirs sold some 
of the land at various times to liquidate cer- 
tain debts, but the Pages of Rosewell were al- 
ways among the foremost citizens of the col- 
ony. John Page, the grandson of Rosewell’s 
founder, was governor of Virginia in 1802, 
representative in the continental congress, 
judge and a friend of Jefferson, he was distin- 
guished for talents and patrietism and fulfilled 
his pumerous trusts with fidelity and honor.

BISHOP BECKER, OF SAVANNAH. 
The News of His Appointment Fally Con- 
firm 


SAVANNAH, Ga., February 16 —[Special.}— 
The following telegram. has been received here 
from the Right Rev. M. A. Corrigan, archbishopj of 
New York: 

The report of Bishop Becker's transfer to the 
diocese of Savannah, is true and authentic. 

M. A. CORRIGAN, 

This was in answer to atelegraphic inquiry made 
by your correspondent. The news of the appoint- 
ment as published in THE CONSTITUTION was re- 
ceived with doubt here, aH of the clergy ayppear- 
ing to be ignorant ofthe appointment. It is hailed 
with great joy by the Catholics, as Bishop Becker's 
reputation has traveled before him. 

Thomas A. Becker was born nn Pittsburg, Pa., 
December 30,1822. He made hi: studies jin the 
Propaganda rolige, in Rome, and was ordained in 
that city on June 1sth, 1859. On hus return to this 
country he was assigned to Richmond, Va., whence 
he was sent to Martinsburg and Bertty Springs. Re- 
turning to-Baltimore at the end oithe war, he was 
stationed at St. Peter’schurch, and afterwards be- 
came professor of theology, ecclesi- 
astical history and sacred Scripture at Mount %t. 
Mary's college, Emmettsburg. Dr. Becker acted as 
one of the secretaries of the second plenary council. 
He afterwards was Stationed at Richmond cathe- 
dral, until bisappointmentin March, 1868 to the 
new diocese of Wilmington, Del., for which he 
was consecrated inthe Baltimore cathedral, Au- 
cust 16th, 1868. Heisa man of great ability and 
erudition, @nd bas endeared himself to his people. 
The diocese of Georgia has reason to be proud of 
Lis seclection.

General Gossip—Editoriol Short Stops Caught 
on the Run. 

There was an allusion in these constitution- 
als last Sunday to the remarkable legal romance 
of “Stephen Bunkley.’’ A resident ofjAtlanta, who 
was well acquainted with Bunkley, suggests that his 
name was Jesse,and not Stephen. Tradition has 
preserved a great many stories in regard to this re- 
markable case, some of which would hardly bear 
repeating in these columns. 


Jesse Bunkley—I take Tt for granted that his 
name was Jesse—went to school in Eatonton, 4 
town that was at that time famous for an institu- 
tion presided over by Dr. Beeman. Pr. Beeman’s 
school wes noted all over the state, and 
was patronized as largely as. the more 
modern academy at Mt. Zion, in Hancock 
county. A great many citizens of Georgia have 
had the lint taken out oftheir jackets by the 
Beemans, and Jesse Bunkley was no exception to 
the rule. He is said to have been a boisterous and 
rattling youth, but good humored and good natur- 
ed. He boarded, while in Eatonton, with a Mr. 
Richardson, in a house adjoining that owned 
and occupied at the time by 
the late Dr. Henry Branham,and Bunkiey was very 
in timate with the Branham boys, or, at least with 
those of them that were of his age. 


The result was that when the case of Bunkley 
was on trialin Jones superior court some years 
later, Dr. Henry Branham became 
very much interested in it. He went 
from Eatonton to Clinton and visited the claimant 
in jail. Itis related that when the doctor entered 
the cell the claimant rose, extended his hand, and 
exclaimed : 

“Why, Dr. Branham ' how do you do”’ 
It is related also that (Dr. 
not being satisficd as to the identity of 
Bunkley, sent to Eatonton for a_ trust- 
worthy negro woman,Aunt Phyllis,who had known 
Bunkley. Aunt Phyllis went to Clinton, and it is

The theory isthat if once a man 
learns to read and write, be has achieved a result 
of whieh he eannot be disposessed. But thbisixa 
theery merely, and will not fit every case. I once 
knew rr man—an overzseer—who had 
received the benetits of a common school educa 
tion in his youth. He could read and write when 
a boy, and vet, when forty years of age he didn’t 
know i letter in the alphabet, and couldn’t write 
hisnameif his life depended on it. 

In the New Orleans Times-Democrat of Sunday, I 
observe that a correspondent, in the course of a 
very appreciative sketch of General Albert Pike 
credits him with the authorship of a poem entitled 
“The Old Canoe.””

Charley Walker Interviewed, in Which He

“The emigrants left on the Georgia fast* ra'n 
it was noticed that there were no reduced 
the solid old Georgia, and that each ticket to At- 
lanta cost $5.15. The Georgia road and the south 
Carolina road do not encourage this style of emi 
gration, and do not give cheap rates to farm hand: 
who want to leave the Carolina fields for im- 
aginary bonanzas inthe west. They will give lib- 
eral rates to bona fide settlers along the line, how- 
ever, and will give proper encouragement to the 
right sort of immigration. This spirit is to be com 
mended.”’ 

When the reporter had read it, Mr. Walker said, 
“] bave just returned from Mississippi where I left 
the negroes referred to in the clipping and am 
surprised to read such an article. The inafor- 
mation contained in it was undoubtedly furnished 
by Mr. ‘hite, general traveling pas 
senger agent of the Georgia ani 
certain South Carolina lines that operate 
with that road. My surprise is based upon the fac’ 
that the Georgia railroad is made to appear as if | 
discountenanced @he business of collecting tip n 
gio farm hands in South Carolina and taking thei 
to the west. When in reality, Mr. White, the pas 
sepger agent of thecompany,had several cou erse 
tions with myself and Mr. Johnson about this ship 
ment, and seemed to be very anxious to get the 
haul over hisroad. Heeven offered to g> with me 
to South Carolina when I went after the necro’, 
and in lettersand telegrams sent me oOfiered to 
give me _ special accommodation in the 
way Of special cars on the first train for the negroes 
anc their baggage. He sent us out on the south 
Carolina railroad and accompanied us to Augusta 
where be kindly assisted us in transferring the bag 
gage and getting the negroesintothe cars. After 
the transfer had been made he thanked ns for the 
business that we had given his road and told ine 
that he knew ofa party ef negroes returning from 
the west to South Carolina, and that he woul! re 
ciprocate the favor that I had done him, by giving 
the Western and Atlantle the han! oo the warty 
from Chattanooga to Atlanta.

1,100 cmployes have began to undergo a siege 

of enforecd idleness. The threat of certain 


«mployes to precipitate a strike, unless five 
neb-ubion men working in the molding de- 
partment were dismissed, appeared to be the 
cause of the suspension, as every other demand 
of the men was_ granted. At a 
mectipg of the dissatisfied employes 
last night acommittee was appointed to wait 
on, McCoimick today and insist upon this 
demand. MeCormick had hinted at yester- 
day’s conferencethat if this condition was 
insisted upon he would shutdown his works 
indefinitely. Today he declined to meet the 
labor committee, saying that his time was oth- 
erwise fully occupied, and ordered the suspen- 
sion of operations. The employes were dumb- 
founded when informed at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing that their services were no longer required.

I told them that the right 
to hire any wan, white or black, union or 
non-union, Protestant or Catholic, was some- 
thing I would not surrender. Where we disa- 
greed on matters of dollars and'cents,! yielded. 
Where we disagreed on a matter that involved 
principle I would not yield. I also wished 
not to have trouble about the matter, and to 
avoid any trouble and sustam principle the 
works closed this morning.” 

“Why?” 

“Simply because at their meeting last night 
it was moved that four or five so-called non- 
union men employed in the molders’ room 
must be discharged by me or they would strike 
and create a disturbance.

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“LOOSE LEGISLATION. 


TWO INSTANCES FURNISHED 
CONGRESSIONAL ACTION. 


IN 


How the Steamboat Postal Law Was Repealed—Mr- 
Bilor nt’s Efforts to He-enact It—The Northern 
Pacific Land Grant—S8trong Anti-Monop- 
oly Feeling in Congress—A Beform. 


WASHINGTON, February 16.—{Special.}—Mr. 
Blount’s bill requiring vessels to carry United 
States mail at the allowance fixed for such 
service recalls one of the curious incidents of 
the last congress. Mr. Blount’s bill is merely 
to re-establish the old law on this question. 
That law was enacted in 1864. Marine mails 
bad been carried regularly at the compensa- 
tion allowed by the postoffice department out 
of the fund placed at its disposal by congress 
until “Commodore” Vanderbilt “kicked.” He 
declared that the pay was insufficient, and re- 
fused to allow his vessels to carry the mails. 
Montgomery Blair, who was then postmaster- 
genera], recommended the passage of a law 
forcing American and _ foreign vessels 
to receive from the hands of any 
officer of the postal department or 
agent of the United States mails ata rate of 
compensation fixed by the postal department. 
The penalty of refusal was the forfeiture of the 
right of protection by the government. Tais 
act brought the domineering old “Commo- 
dore’ to time and regulated marine mail ser- 
vice until a few months ago. How the old 
law was repealed is understood by very few 
persons. It was done so quictly in the last ses- 
sion of the last congress that some of the best 
posted members of that body 
knew nothing of it until afier 
congress bad adjourned. The = subject 
wes never suggested in the house during the 
consideration of any matter relating to the 
postal service, buta conference committee in 
considering the differences between the seuate 
and the house on the regulation of this service 
slipped into Its report a clause repealing the 
Blair law. Both bedies adopted the report 
without discussion and many of those who 
voted for it were surprised when they ascer- 
tained the result of their action. A congress- 
man needs to have liis eyes wide open all the 
time. 

Another instance of loose legislation comes 
to light in the consideration of the proposed 
forfeiture of the 

ENORMOUS LAND GRANTS 
made to the Northern Pacitic railroad. These 
are the hugest land grants now attacked be- 
fore congress and their forfeiture is very im- 
probable. Atthe timethey were made the 
northwest was beginning its present ripid 
pace of development and there was an over- 
powering sentiment in congressin favor of sub- 
stantial aid toany rallroad enterprise which 
promised to develop that hopeful section. 
The Northern Pacific company took advantage 
of this feeling to secure one of the largest land 
grants ever authorized by act of congress. The 
usual clause conditioning the grant on the 
completion of the road was inserted in the act. 
The time specified has long since expired and 
the road is not yet finished. It would scem, 
therefore, the easiest matter in the world 
to forfeit the unearned public 
lands. But a scrutiny of the _ act 
shows this to be a difficult, if not an illegal, 
course. A loop-hole was left which may prove 
Jarge enough to let this big railroad through. 
The regular forfeiting clause does not appear 
in the act. In its stead there is a provision 
that if the conditions of the grant be not com- 
plied with, congress may take such action as it 
sees fit to enforce ‘‘a compliance” on the prt 
of the railroad company. ‘To say the least, the 
language of this act is not, by any means, so 
clear as that of the acts under which fortfeit- 
ures bave already been made. The Northern 
Pacific people and their powerful lobby in 
Washington hope to make it appear to con- 
gress that the right of forfeiture would be an 
illegitimate inference from the act, whereas it 
is certain that its passage was secured by the 
idea that the government’s title was protected 
by the safeguard of possible forfeiture. 
THE ANTI-MONOPOLY FEELING 

in congress is surprisingly great. One cause 
of its intensification is the continued arro- 
gauce of the mono-metallists, who though out- 
numbered in votes and discounted in brains in 
both houses continue their absurd declarations 
that they are the only representatives of hon- 
est money. They have thrown al! corporate 
power into disrepute by making its tendency 
appear to be grasping and unscrupulous, The 
like of delegations appealing to congress to 
regulate the control of capital over labor was 
never heard of before. But if some of the mo- 
nopolists are arrogant, it must be said that 
some of their opponents are wild. Whatis 
known distinctly as the labor interest 
has had the misfortune to ‘be represented in 
congress in twoor three instances, either by 
demagogues or cranks. Once ina while there 
is a clamor which catches the ears aud coi- 
mands the influence of the best and most ca- 
pable men. The street car monopoly of Wash- 
ington has been called to account at every 
session: for several years past for abuse of its 
privileges, For the first time the attacks upon 
it are telling. The senate, though usually the 
refuge of the monopolists, has taken the lead 
in this last demand upon a powerful corpora- 
tion, which enjoying exceptional , privileges, 
fails to satisfy the first demands of the public 
and extorts the severest service 
from its employes. An order has 
just been issued by the leading 
company reducing the time of its employes to 
twelve hours a day, to take effect on the Ist of 
May next. Heretofore they have been forced 
to work fourteen and sixteen hours a day, 
while congress has been stickling over the 
right of government employes with lighter 
work and better pay to only eight hours a day. 
Some of the men in the street car service have 
announced to congressional committees that 
this supposed burst of generosity on the part of 
the company is a mere dodge to palliate 
impending regulation, but that is an unfair in- 
ference, and the general feeling in congress is 
that on this point the voluntary reform of the 
company should be taken asin good faith until 
the contrary is proven. Other complaints are 
lodged against the strect car magnates touch- 
ing the quality of their cars, the hours of run- 
ning, speed, etc. These will probably lead to 
come legislation unless it is forestalled by a 
voluntary concession such as was madein the 
reduction of the hours ofthe men.  F-.H1.R.

PILFERING POSTMASTERS. 


The Inspectors Bringing the Gailty Ones to 
Justice. 

Pensacola, Fla., Inspector 
taird arrested Kh. J. Marshal, defaulting post- 
masterat Fort Dade, Fla., who absconded 
some months since with government funds. 
Committed to jail in default of bail. 

Inspector Simpson has caused the arrest of 
Henry Atkinson,late postmaster at Grantville, 
Ala.,and John T. Pierce, late postmaster at 
Ball Flat, Ala., for making false returns of 
their business to the auditor 
and fraudulently inrceasing their compensi- 
tion. They are also charged with paying their 
debts with postage stamps, and selling postage 
stamps for less than face value. The legitimate 
business of their offices would not warrant a 
salary of $50 a year, but they have made about 
xO00 a year, and defrauded the government in 
the past seven or eight years of at least $5,009. 
Many postmasters are engaged in this business, 
but they are under surveilance and will he 
punished. It would be well for mer- 
chants and others, who receive postage 
stamps from postmasters at less than face value 
or in payment for goods, to be careful. They 
may be accessory. Postmasters are not per- 
mitted to use stamps as currency. Atkinson 
and Pierce plead guilty before the commission- 
er at Anniston, and were committed to jail in 
default of bond.’
